Mrs. Rails also brings to light the fact that Mrs. 


Ben Jacobs, wife of the Roscoe postmaster is a daughter' 
of George Collins, ^-ho was-a hatfj brother of John_ 
Collins. According to this.Mrs. Jacobs is a blood rela- 
tive of the men whose estate is still unsettled. It is 
probable, however, that the wife of Mrs. Rails" broth- 
er is more closely related. All in all. it looks very 
much as though the rightful owner of that Oregon farm 
would soon be determined.

GOATS AS TRAIL MAKERS 


The brush eating instinct of the Angora goat is be- 


ing sueessfully demonstrated on the Lassen National 
Forest in California where thye are cutting trails for 
fire guards through the brushy areas on the slopes of 
the mountains. 
The animals, which number 3.000 have been divid- 


ed into two hands and under the care of the herders 
are grazed within certain well defined areas so that 
their work may he concentrated on the brush within 
those limits. The result is that they have practically 
killed nearly all the brush in the course either by eating 
it up entirely ,or by barking, as in the ease of the heavy 
manzanite. hushes. At the beginning of the experiment 
there was some doubt as to the goat's willingness to 
eat the manzanita. but it has been found that where 
there is little else they will just as readily attack it as 
any other bushes. 


The grazing season was so late this year on the 


Lasseu Forest that the goats did not begin operations 
until about the middle of June, but since then they have 
made rapid progress and the result promises to 
be a success from every point of view .The trails will 
first be opened and then kept free of sprouts by the 
goats, saving the government considerable labor hi cut- 
ting them out by hand as has 
been done heretofore, 


while the brushy forage which otherwise would have 
been wasted will support 3,000 goats very comfortably.
